The Student'? Council reaffirmed 
its stand on the question of having, al 
n special meeting held yesterday after- 
noon, in the following resolution: 

"Resolved that the Student*' Coun- 
oil of McGill University approves of 
the enforcement of the freshman rules. 
Nevertheless the Council insists that 
in the necessity of imposition of pen- 
alties, these be imposed within the col- 
lege sreunds and without danger of 
personal injuries" 

Opinion was unanimous that the 
freshman rules should be enforced, but 
it was stressed that parades to down- 
town districts would not be approved 
or tolerated unless permission for car. 
rying out such demonstrations were 
previously granted by the Council. 
The point was brought up that in order 
to avoid interference from police those 
intending to indulge in parades must 
obtain permission from the police. All 
bona fide parades are so protected by 
the Council. 

In view of recent demonstrations 
carried out by the Science sophomores 
in connection with enforcement of 
freshman rules, the executive of that 
year was called before the meeting to 



give an explanation. The following let- 
ter submitted for publication sum- 
marise!" the explanation offered by 
the Science men to VlVo Council: 

To the Student's Council 
McGill University. 

Dear Sirs — Due our act inns of 
recent date in regard to enforcement 
of freshman rules which have been 
disregarded, there has been » groat 
deal of discussion and comment both 
in the University and also among the 
outside public. Upon this matter we 
would like to make our position clear 
to the Council and all who may be 
interested. 

Concerning the meeting which we 
had with the Council this afternoon 
upon (1) the question of holding a 
parade in the downtown section and 
(p) not using discretion in enforcing 
the rules in the case of a particular 
freshman. Due to a misunderstanding 
regarding these matters we see thai 
we have overstepped our limits in these 
particular cases, and regret our ac- 
tion.

One of tho best financial reports 
ever given by the Students Council 
wna read by the Secretary Mr. 
Fletcher, yesterday at the semi- 
annual meeting of the Students 
Society. The detailed account, which 
has already been published in the 
Daily wiia not gone over but president, 
Mol,ean said that, the Council have 
now o n hand n balance of about ten 
thousand dollars. This in nn Im- 
provement over previous years. The 
président went on to add that. the 
Unifverslty will invent five thounand 
dollars of this In tr.ust for the Council. 

The matter was brough up about 
the recent tennis tournament. It was 
wanted to he known why a twenty- 
five cent charge waa made Instead of 
accpting the regular tickets publish- 
ed in the handbook. This matter was 
referred to the Athletic Hoard and the 
explanation made that the twénty- 
f'vp cents were charged for a re- 
served seat and that the ticket waa 
for general admission only. 

Mr. McLean said that in reference 
to the hand-book the Council would 
he pleased to . receive suggestions 
from any student for improvements in 
next year's hand-book. He also 
mentioned that the hand-book is self- 
supporting; that is». its expenses arc 
covered by the revenue derived from 
the advertlsments. 

The question wa? asked if there 
was any College Orchestra. The 
président replied that there was not 
at present any orchestra but that if a 
success was made of the Rooters Band 
a movement would be started to 
develope a College Orchestra with re- 
gard to the directory it was stated 
that the Council are working on that 
at the present time. Mr. McLean 
a (Kiln asked in conjunction with the 
directory that the names. addresses 
and telephone numbers of the execut- 
ive of all classes be handed in at once 
to the Council. 

The President also announced that 
reports of the meetings of the Council 
would be published In the Daily this 
year in order that the student body 
might be conversant with the 
business of the Council. At the last 
meeting of the Council, Stat) ttcad. 
('resident of the Daily, was appointed 
vice-president of the Council. 

Mr. McLean said that this year the 
Students Council had taken a definite 
stand on the subject of hazing fresh- 
men. 

Hazing was to be dene away with 
and a few simple regulations bo laid 
down. These regulations must be 
obeyed and the Council had given the 
Sophomores control of enforcing these 
within certain limits providing noth- 
ing Is done to lower the prestige of 
th 0 University in the sight of the 
citizens of .Montreal. 

A fairly large number of students 
attended the meeting, which was quite 
short, lasting only about half a hour.

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THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 



In the applause which greeted the announcement yesterday of 
. the comfortable surplus fund in the students' treasury, one reads 
.the legitimate elation of the student body that such a condition 
hould exist, and an expression of approbation and thanks to those 
last year were responsible for the disposition of student funds 
and who to a greater or lesser degree made possible the addition 
of nearly two thousand dollars to the bank balance. 

To the popular axiom that "money is the root of all evil," 



I - , may be added the corollary that its manipulation by elected bodies 
' holding it in trust, is the source of most of the bitter contentions 
- which arises in corporate or associated management. Deficits are 
not pleasant to contemplate, and yet it is not uncommon for the 
I electorate once having chosen a responsible managing body, to 
t. - thoughtlessly strew its path with multiple requests for non-essen- 
' tials, moreover, we are often unappreciative of the changed busi- 
es conditions which dictate a deviation from projected improve- 
ments or the abandonment of proposed expenditures calculated to 
add to the sum total of our happiness. We say this with no inten- 
tion of ^indicating any misguided practice, but to emphasize the 
assertion that financial statements are not unmistaken indices of 
** ' the efforts expended by a directorate. 

. If any benefit is to be derived from the yearly publication of 
jjg, financial statements,, it must be that which will result in a readjust- 
ment of finances so that societies will be made self-supporting, that 
surpluses may be utilized not in offsetting a series of more or less 
; serious deficits, but may make for greater stability and expansion. 

The cafeteria, working under a slightly higher overhead re- 
sulting from an admittedly superior service, did not make ope r ating 
expenses. We have the remedy in ou r hands: increased patron- 
ge, individual and collective. There was a decrease last year in 
svenue derived from banquets, which has no raison d'etre. Bil- 
Jb, too, suffered a decrease, which lovers of the game can 
nedy by favoring their own club . 

The deficit resulting from the promotion of the Alma Mater 
)ance we can attribute to the ever- present, though questionable 
; desire to outstep our predecessors. The item of decorations alone 
trebled in cost that of the previous year, and contributed to offset 
-the increase in receipts . 

On the whole, however, the financial statement reflects a sane 
management, and we should be remiss did we not add our appre- 
dation of the services^of the various directorates

The members of the 
troduced themselves by 
short speeches, In which 
stated his status at the 
hi6 name and his .intentions after his 
course at McGlll.

M. le doclour 
Villard told of the advantages of 
acquiring French and of the ease with 
which It may be done simply by ap- 
plication. He mentioned three French 
societies of the Province of Quebec, 
which have done much for the pre- 
servation and purification of the 
French, tongue injTnnadn: the con- 
clusion is that the work of the McGlll 
cercle is not and has not been in vain. 
Prof. Du Roure told of the necessity 
of a knowledge of French for lawyers 
who are to practice in this province, 
for engineers who are to supervise 
labor in this provinec, and of legislat- 
ors and other prominent men. who 
as Canadians, should be perfectly 
familiar with both languages. He 
said, moreover. that McGill is 
■peculiarly fitted lor. the. task. of teach- 
ing French, on account of its high 
standard, since it is the only English 
FpeaWng -University on this continent 
where French is Bpoke n in all the 
French classes. M. MeaBac. the new 
French professor, wa* introduced to 
the Cercle Français; and he proved 
himself very entertaining in hih first 
talk before th'a organization. M. 
Roche also_spoke. being as interest- 
ing to his -'hearers as ever. 

At the next 'meeting, to take place 
Monday evening Oct. 27, a debate 
will be held on the following topic: 
"Resolved that dancing is immoral." 
(This was suggested by Prof. 
Messac, who heard the same subject 
discussed in Glasgow.) Four 
members were chosen to take part ir. 
the debate.

The school was this 
year attended, by about) 1S5 students, 
drawn from all parts of Canada and 
the United States. The Koynl Victor's! 
Collcso and the Hostel of the Mont- 
real School of Physical Education, 
with such other buildings as cm. In 
bo obtained, were converted into 
French residences, and'' the students 
surrounded by a thoroughly French 
atmosphere. To carry on the neces- 
sary work for this school the staff 
of. the Department of Komance lan- 
guages Is implemented by a number 
of .French teachers, no one but those 
whose mother tongue is Wench being 
selected. The School is doing a most 
valuable work in promoting not o^ly 
^knowledge of French but also a 
knowledge of Canadian conditions, 
and its continued success is very gra- 
tifying.

PROSPECTS 

It is satisfactory to have been able 
to record a reasonable amount of pro- 
gress in the Tarions directions indic- 
ated in last year's report. 
. We have already noted that the Fa. 
culty of Medicine has instituted it» 
full-time organization in clinical med- 
icine, and there is now in operation a 
University clinic. The Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science is in possession of new 
premises, and the courses in Electri- 
cal, Mechanical and Hydraulic Engin- 
eering will all be benefitted n conse- 
quence. The Faculty of L/aw has de- 
cided on the Civil Law method and 
we hear of steps being taken by 
members of the Par which will enable 
the Uaw student to spend a much 
greater part of his time learning sub- 
stantive law at the University. If the 
other liuilding-s of which we are ycl 
in urgmt need are not on our imme- 
diate programme, there !s no cause 
for despair. A remodelled Arts build- 
ing, a building for Geology and Min- 
ing, and a Gymnasium must be pro. 
vi,ded, and our experience of past 
years has giv e n us confder.ee that th c 
need will be met. 

The chance in the methods of the 
Department of Medicine m one which 
shows very clearly the nature of the 
development towards which we hope 
we are moving. The ideal of the 
University in its professional facul- 
ties is to Insti] a thorough knowledge 
of the basic principles underlying the 
subjects taught, to give technical 
skill only to supplement and illustrate 
these principles. Too much emphasis 
cannot be laid on the order of im- 
portance: mere craftsmanship with- 
out knowledge is no qualification for 
a University degree 

There is a growing feeling that the 
technical training in the Faculty of 
Applied Sc once should provide a tho- 
rough grounding in essential engln- 
eer'ng' suhjects, combined with in- 
creased facilities for purely academic 
and' cultural instruction. Employers 
of young engineers are mort in search 
of men who have a very thorough 
knowledge of mathematics, drafting 
and .other similar studies of what 
might be called a pre-engincering na- 
ture, who can wr'te good English and 
can handle men. This must not. of 



course, bo taken to moan llt.il tho 
University can afford to neglect more 
advanced technical Instruction, but 
this Instruction '"list be rather direc- 
ted toward giving the undergraduate 
a complete preparation to enter cer- 
tain branches or the prdfcsmloii than 
to giving him a general but rather in- 
complete knowledge of any Ime 
branch. Technical laboratories must 
always be necessary, not only In or- 
der to give the undergraduate this 
preliminary knowledge of what are 
after all the tools of his trade, but 
that the University may fulfil another 
of its important duties, that or re- 
search, and it s very largely with 
this In view that the future exten- 
sions of our laboratories will be car- 
ried out. 

Another question of considerable 
Importance is the adjustment of the 
course in Applied Science, with a view- 
to giving more time to general cul- 
tural instruction, especially in such 
subjects as Economics and English. 
It. has already been noted that such 
a change may well involve (he addi- 
tion of a pre-eng necrin* T-nr. 

In this connection It seems worth 
while to mention that admission to 
I higher grades in the University in re- 
cognition of higher inatr'culatlo,, ex- 
aminations or higher school-leaving 
certificates is not consistent with our 
general policy, and can never be any- 
thing but very exceptional. The ob- 
ject of reqnir ng a student to spend 
a certain time at an institution of 
learning, is not to enable hint to pass 
examinations, it is to instil into It's 
mind the culture of the university. 
Oxford. Cambridge anil London are 
quite willing to accept our Bachelor's 
degrees as the equivalent of their 
own, when admins on to advanced 
studies is asked for. but when the 
matriculant is aiming at a primary 
degree, they only excuse htm one year 
of residence, as in the case ol" Oxford 
and Cambridge, or excuse him the 
Matriculation examinât on. as in the 
case of bondon. If we require a pre- 
collrgc year in the Faculty of Applied 
Science, ii will not only be to give 
the student the opportunity of more 
learning, but to ensure thai he ob- 
tains it eiihrr tien; t.i at least til a 
college or university, not at a school. 

In the Faculty of Arts we hope 
that the teaching of Government and 
administrative methods foreshadowed 
in last year's report will shortly be- 
come a reality. There is no doubt 
that in Stale service a great and 
ever-increasing field lies before the 
Univers'ty graduate, and that neglect 
of this field in the past has led to 
appalling consequences. The present 
situation is the result of haphazard 
thought and political expediency. Our 
civil service was built up as it was 
required; jobs were made for men of 
little training, men were found for 
jobs which no one understood very 
clearly A certain number of posi- 
tions of course, came Into existence 
which called for men of high profes- 
sional skill, and there is no doubt 
that thc Professional Institute of the 
Civil Service contains in its ranks 
many men who are a great credit to 
the profess oris to which they belong. 
.As a general rule, however, the con- 
ditions of service have always mili- 
tated against efficiency. 

The whole congeries of material, 
for il cannot even to-day be called a 
homogeneous whole, was crystal sod 
an.d fixed by thc appointment of a 
Civil Service Commission, and later'
